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■ Hatchfield opponents stage organised demonstration as inquiry enters its final days 

■ Inspector hears from Newmarket town councillors and the Rural Parish Alliance

THE inquiry into plans for Hatchfield 
Farm entered its final week yesterday, 
as top names in racing gathered at the 
council offices in a final show of op¬ 
position. 

Sir Michael Stoute, trainer for the 
Queen, organised the protest at the 
offices in Mildenhall, alongside fel¬ 
low trainers John Gosden, Jacko Fan- 
shawe, Fuca Cumani and William 
Haggas. 

Pundit John McCririck made his fa¬ 
mous voice heard alongside dozens of 
staff from Godolphin stables. 

Jacko Fanshawe, of Pegasus Stables 
on the Snailwell Road, said: “I do not 
think this development is good for 
Newmarket or for the industry. 

“I feel passionate about Newmarket 
and I don’t think this is good for the 
town. 

“We have no hospital, the doctors 
are overflowing and the place is grid- 
locked most of the time. 

“I do not want to be a part of sub¬ 
urban Cambridge. We have got facili¬ 
ties that are envied all over the world 
and I do not want our industry to be 
in danger.” 

John Gosden, who trains from 
Clarehaven Stables on the Bury Road, 
reiterated the points he had made in 
evidence last week. 

He told the News : “We do not want 
our industry damaged in a way that

will cause permanent harm. This pro¬ 
test shows the strength of feeling. 

“This is people’s businesses and 
livelihoods and a lot of employment. 
It would be a very hollow town with¬ 
out racing and Newmarket would act 
as a dormitory town for Cambridge.” 


Among about 50 protesters were a 
handful of people who supported the 
plans for 400 homes. 

Arthur Roberts, of Malcolm Way, 
said the housing was needed for rac¬ 
ing staff who were unable to get a foot 
on the ladder. 


“There is no affordable housing in 
Newmarket and people in racing are 
not given the chance to have hous¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“They are all living in rented houses 
or hostels but Hatchfield Farm could 
give them a chance. 

“I can’t understand why they [the 
Horsemen’s Group] are all so against 
it. I do not think it will affect them a 
great deal.” 

A spokesperson for Ford Derby, who 
is behind the Hatchfield Farm appli¬ 
cation, said: “We can’t agree with the 
Newmarket Horsemen’s Group and 
others’ fundamental opposition to the 
principle of providing new homes in 
Newmarket for local people, including 
members of the racing industry. 

“Studies undertaken by Forest 
Heath District Council and indepen¬ 
dently conducted on-street surveys 
demonstrate there is an urgent need 
and clear desire for new homes in 
Newmarket. 

“Hatchfield Farm has been identi¬ 
fied as the best site to supply these 
much-needed homes and our appli¬ 
cation was granted planning permis¬ 
sion by democratically elected coun¬ 
cillors last year. 

“We believe that Hatchfield Farm is 
the right site for new homes in New¬ 
market and believe the evidence we 
have supplied to the Inquiry demon¬ 
strates that.”

Meningitis - 
know the signs 


A COUPLE whose tod¬ 
dler died just hours after 
she contracted meningitis 
are backing a hard-hitting 
awareness campaign. 

Meningitis Now is pro¬ 
moting a new awareness 
film called ‘The Fastest 
Hour’, which highlights 
the fact that recognising 
the signs and symptoms of 
meningitis can be the differ¬ 
ence between life and death. 

It encourages people to 
recognise the severity of 
meningitis, the speed with 
which it can develop and act 
fast to seek urgent medical 
attention. 

For Soham mum Sally 
Clipson, the illness took 
hold of her 3-year-old 
daughter, Amelie Clipson- 
Smith, in a matter of hours. 

The youngster was rushed 
to hospital in Bordeaux, 
France, where the family 
was living because her hus¬ 
band Kevin Smith, 42, was 
working there as an aero-

nautical engineer. 

Fess than 12 hours later, 
Amelie, the eldest of their 
two daughters, died. “I had 
done all the tests, she wasn’t 
presenting any of the signs,” 
said Sally, 45. 

“Because she had not got 
a rash I didn’t think it was 
meningitis. I assumed all 
meningitis cases have rash¬ 
es but it wasn’t the case.” 

Sally said Amelie ap¬ 
peared to have a cold and 
an ear infection which she 
was being treated for by the 
paediatrician. “She was just 
generally unwell but noth¬ 
ing more than that,” she 
said. “Once it takes hold it 
gets them very fast. It took 
her really quickly. It was just 
an aggressive form of men¬ 
ingitis that got her.” 

Amelie died of bacterial 
meningitis on November 1, 


2008. Since her death, her 
family have been deter¬ 
mined to help raise money 
and awareness of the condi¬ 
tion and set up The Forever 
Fund in her name in 2010, 
which has raised £12,500 for 
Meningitis Now. 

Tomorrow it would have 
been her 10th birthday. 

“The things the charity are 
doing is really important, 
they are raising awareness 
and getting it out to as many 
people as possible,” added 
Sally. 

“I get quite paranoid with 
my daughter now. If she is 
presenting any of the signs 
I get her straight to the doc¬ 
tor.” 

To mark World Meningi¬ 
tis Day, Meningitis Now is 
calling on people to learn 
the signs and symptoms of 
meningitis to help protect 
themselves and their loved 
ones.

WHILE protesters gathered 
to show their opposition to 
the Hatchfield Farm devel¬ 
opment, inquiry evidence 
heard that houses had to 
be built in Newmarket - to 
relieve pressure and protect 
nearby villages. 

Last week, the inquiry 
heard that rural villages in 
Forest Heath would become 
the “target of developers” 
and a “barrage of applica¬ 
tions” would start if Hatch- 
field Farm plans are refused. 

Bill Rampling, on behalf 
of the Rural Parish Alliance, 
said: “Newmarket is by far 
the largest town in the dis¬ 
trict and yet proportionally 
it is taking less houses than 
any other major town in the 
district. 

“If these are refused then it 
is likely Newmarket will not 
meet its housing need and 
will put more pressure on 
the under-resourced, unsus¬ 
tainable parishes to accom¬ 
modate housing.” 

Mr Rampling said refusing 
the plans would be “opening 
the floodgates for specula¬ 
tive development in the ru¬ 
ral parishes”. 

Former district councillor 
Andrew Appleby agreed. 

He said: “It is surely right 
that Newmarket should take 
its fair share. 

“Hatchfield Farm can best 
accommodate a bulk of this 
housing. 

“Other sites proposed are 
more of an infill nature on 
various locations in town. It 
is surely better to have 400 
houses on Hatchfield than 
400 extra houses on possi¬ 
ble alternative town centre 
sites with parking and traffic 
problems.” 

Mr Rampling added: “Sites 
for large scale development 
are extremely limited in the 
district. 

“Sites where there is easy 
access to a major road close 
to amenities; a developer 
providing SI06 money for 
schools and road infrastruc¬ 
ture improvements, and 30 
per cent affordable housing 
are even harder to find.” 

Bill Gredley, who owns the 
controversial Queensbury 
Lodge site on Newmarket 
High Street, also spoke in fa¬ 
vour of the development. 

“It is common sense that 
we have to have more hous¬ 
ing,” Mr Gredley said. 

“If you walk down New¬ 
market High Street it’s a 
dump. The only way New¬ 
market is going to flourish 
is if you have more people in 
the town and the surround¬ 
ing districts.”

heard warnings from high 
profile racing names that the 
horseracing industry may 
leave town if the application 
is approved. 

However, the Rural Par¬ 
ish Alliance suggested that 
those thoughts were not 
held by everyone. 

Mr Rampling said: “It is 
important to remember that 
the horseracing industry 
provides 20 to 30 per cent 
of employment in the town 
and that the majority of 
the remaining 70 to 80 per 
cent of the community is 
a voice which is rarely 
heard.” 

Cllrs Warwick 
Hirst and Ra¬ 
chel Hood spoke 
against the appli¬ 
cation. 

Cllr Hood said: 
“Newmarket town 
council is not against 
development in New¬ 
market. 

“However the town coun¬ 
cil is very concerned that 
large scale developments 
in Newmarket must be un¬ 
dertaken in a planned man¬ 
ner and managed in a way

so that existing quality and 
strengths of the town are not 
lost in the process.” 

Cllrs Hirst and Andy 
Drummond, chairman of 
the district council, both 
spoke of traffic concerns, 
with Cllr Drummond de¬ 
scribing the current road 
network as “inadequate”. 

James Crowhurst, a vet at 
the Newmarket Equine Hos¬ 
pital, also cited fears for traf¬ 
fic, particularly when vets 
were out on an emergency 
call and got held up. 

Cllr Drummond sug¬ 
gested that it was 
members of the 
council who are 
from outside New¬ 
market itself who 
were “hell-bent on 
approving this ap¬ 
plication”, and said 
it was a “hot potato 
situation” where if 
the houses didn’t go 
to Newmarket, other coun¬ 
cillors were afraid homes 
would be approved in their 
areas. 

The inquiry is due to fin¬ 
ish on Friday. A decision 
could take several weeks.

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£100,000 worth of tools 
stolen from family firm

TOOLS and equipment 
worth more than £100,000 
have been stolen from an 
MoT testing centre in So- 
ham. 

Paul and Julie Pearson 
are “gutted” after thieves 
smashed their way into their 
business - Road Runner Car 
and Commercial, based in 
Northfield Road. 

The couple, who live in 
the town, only moved their 
business there from Soham’s 
Orchard Farm Business Park 
in March, where they were 
based for around 12 years, 
hoping that the new location 
would be more secure. 

The break-in happened 
overnight on Friday 

Mrs Pearson said: “We’re 
absolutely gutted and can’t 
believe it’s happened. 

“We came into the garage 
on Saturday morning and 
knew something was wrong 
straight away as all the filing 
cabinets were open. 

“They’ve taken everything 
basically - every tool, every 
spanner, everything. 

“The only thing they didn’t 
take were the computers in 
the office and MoT docu¬ 
ments. 

“The three main toolboxes 
alone and their contents are 
worth around £25,000 each 
so when you consider that 
plus all the other tools and 
equipment, you’re looking 
at more than £100,000 worth 
of tools in total. 

“It’s devastating as these 
are tools my husband has 
owned for years or worked 




hard over the years to be 
able to buy.” 

The offenders smashed 
their way in through a rear 
fire door. 

Mrs Pearson said: “It made 
us feel so flat and upset over 
the weekend that we were 
contemplating calling it a 
day. 

“But we’ve decided we’re 
certainly not going to do 
that. 


“Local people and busi¬ 
nesses are being really sup¬ 
portive, even bringing us 
tools, and we’re going to 
continue - we can’t let these 
people stop us. 

“We only moved to North- 
field Road in March as we 
thought it would be a safer 
location than where we 
were so this is certainly dis¬ 
appointing and a terrible 
knockback.” 

The raid has been report¬ 
ed to police, who attended 
the business on Saturday.

Splashing 
fun is back 
for summer 

THE water feature in New¬ 
market’s Memorial Gardens 
will be returning for the sum¬ 
mer months, despite con¬ 
cerns from local residents 
that it had been scrapped 
from revamp plans. 

Last October, Newmarket 
town council announced 
that it would be spending 
£25,000 to make repairs to 
the gardens. 

Concerned resident Dawn 
Helliwell told councillors at 
the town council meeting on 
Monday that people travel 
from far and wide to use the 
park, with the water feature 
being a very popular addi¬ 
tion. 

And in last year’s report 
before any repairs were 
made, the council were told 
the feature brought “tremen¬ 
dous enjoyment to all that 
use it” but was “on its last 
legs” at the time and needed 
replacing.

Record-breaking attempt of three- 
legged marathon raises £13,500 


RUNNING the London 
marathon already sounds 
like hard work...

to move more freely. 

The procedure is not 
currently funded through

the NHS. 

After numerous practice 
attempts at running tied to¬ 
gether to raise awareness of 
Seb’s condition, disabling 
their own legs in a similar 
way to cerebral palsy, Lorna 
and James finished Sun¬ 
day’s marathon in 4hr 25m. 

They raised almost 


£13,500 and the total con¬ 
tinues to rise. 

James said: “This was our 
first marathon, neither of 
us are runners but we want¬ 
ed to take on an immense 
challenge to match his own 
difficult journey for mobil¬ 
ity. 

“One the day, we felt so 
inspired by everyone who 
has been part of our Seb’s 
Legs campaign that we just 
kept running for as fast as 
we could and for as long as 
we could. 

“The atmosphere was 
electric.”

Worst of all, it appears that 
people with dogs have been 
hunting and killing deer in Burwell 
Fen. Several carcasses, presumably 
stripped of the best venison, have 
been discovered. This is contrary 
to the Hunting Act 2004 and is not 
good for nature which needs peace 


and quiet. 

My impression is that the area 
of the 'Wicken Vision' is much too 
large for the National Trust to care 
for and guard properly and that 
this is not good for nature which 
needs peace and quiet. The farms 
that were taken by the Trust were 
very productive and peace and 
quiet prevailed on them. These 
people call it all 'conservation' and 
'progress': they are mistaken - 
again.

THE owner of a stud in New¬ 
market has once again made 
it onto the list of Britain’s 
richest people. 

Kirsten Rausing and her 
family, who own Lanwades 
Stud in Newmarket, is num¬ 
ber eight on the 2015 Sunday 
Times Rich List, announced 
at the weekend, with a for¬ 
tune of £8,700 million. 

While her fortune is down 
by £100 million from last 
year, Rausing, who is a for¬ 
mer director of the National 
Stud and a current member 
of the fockey Club is still the 
first in East Anglia to make it 
onto the list. 

The family’s wealth ini¬ 
tially came from Tetra Laval, 
the Swiss packaging group 
known for milk and juice 
cartons, which had a record 
rise in sales in 2013.

Support 
for Lynx in 
country 

LARGE numbers of the 
public would support plans 
to reintroduce lynx to the 
countryside - including ad¬ 
ditions to nearby Thetford 
Forest. 

Lynx UK Trust started a 
consultation last month to 
field the public’s views on 
“rewilding the country”. 

The consultation was 
largely supportive of a 
move which asked whether, 
as a controlled and moni¬ 
tored scientific trial, should 
lynx be reintroduced. 

91.1 per cent of the 9,598 
responses believed they 
should be introduced, with 
1.4 per cent saying they 
didn’t know and 7.5 per 
cent saying no. 

Of 9,530 people who 
were asked if the big cats 
should be introduced in 
the same way over the next 
12 months, 84.2 per cent of 
people agreed, while nine 
per cent disagreed and 6.9 
per cent said they did not 
know. 

Wild lynx have been ex¬ 
tinct in Britain for more 
than 1,300 years. 

If successful, the lynx 
could be let loose in the 
forest wearing GPS tracking 
collars. 

However, local land- 
owners, including Andrew 
Blenkiron, director of Eus- 
ton Estate in Suffolk, had 
fears about the reintro¬ 
duction, believing the cats 
could be at risk of attacking 
lambs.

A CHEF put through his paces in a 
two-hour cooking challenge has come 
out on top as Suffolk’s Chef of the Year. 

Lee Bye, head chef at Tuddenham 
Mill for the last 14 years, was given the 
title from the Suffolk Food and Drink 
Awards, which recognises the county’s 
best producers and businesses. 

Lee first had to submit a menu, 
complete with matching wines. 

After a rigorous judging panel, he 
went head-to-head with Chris Lee, 
from the Packhorse Inn in Moulton, 
and Alan Paton, from The Crown at 
Stoke by Nayland, to prepare the pro¬ 
posed menus. 

The judges chose the menu which 
they thought best reflected the county 
and which demonstrated “originality, 
seasonality and use of local produce”. 

A cool, calm and collected Lee put 


his menu together with ease, tak¬ 
ing the Chef of the Year crown at the 
awards ceremony at Kesgrave Hall last 
week. 

Lee said: “To be recognised as Suf¬ 
folk Chef of the Year is a real honour in 
an amazing region for food and pro¬ 
duce. 

“The team have a real belief in what 
we do every day at Tuddenham Mill 
and that is crucial for our success. 

“I’m delighted to win this award 
from the Suffolk Food and Drink 
Awards.” 

Lee’s winning menu was mackerel 
tartare, avocado, young cucumber, 
smoked roe to start, Breckland fallow 
deer, Rob Doe’s sprouting broccoli, 
squash, almonds and smoked paprika 
for main, and sea buckthorn, Italian 
meringue, blueberries, ginger beer 
and oats to finish. 

The menu is now available at Tud¬ 
denham Mill. 



'Watch out' call 
after 80 raids 
linked in county 

POLICE are appealing to the public to 
be vigilant after detectives linked 80 
burglaries. 

The raids, including break-ins in 
Newmarket, Lakenheath, Moulton and 
West Row, have certain similarities. 

The burglars have broken into rural 
properties, usually in the afternoon or 
early evening, and stolen jewellery. 

Police, who have also used forensic 
evidence to link the crimes, have 
appealed for residents to look out for 
suspicious behaviour and to notice 
people and vehicles out of place. 

Detective Inspector Nick Power 
said: "This is an alarming amount of 
burglaries, causing misery and distress 
to a vast number of individuals and 
families across Suffolk and into Norfolk. 

"My direct appeal to local 
communities is to not just ignore 
something you see or hear that seems 
out of place. 

"This could include a suspicious 
vehicle outside your neighbour's house 
or hearing the sound of glass smashing 
nearby. 

"Note down the car registration 
number or description of any 
suspicious persons you may have seen 
and report it to us if you believe it to be 
unusual. These criminals may present 
themselves as genuine callers, so if 
their behaviour seems odd then let us 
know."

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Defibrillator 
installed at 
police station 

NEWMARKET police station now has 
its own defibrillators - thanks to the 
East of England Ambulance Service. 

PC Daniel Witter, who is based 
in Bury St Edmunds, worked with 
the ambulance service to get the 
defibrillators placed in the stations for 
police and public use. 

The new device in Newmarket adds 
to those in Mildenhall, Haverhill and 
others around the county. 

PC Witter launched the campaign 
after having to have heart surgery 
himself. 

He said: "Having suffered a sudden 
cardiac arrhythmia myself at the end of 
2013, I was made aware of how quickly 
and unexpectedly your health can be 
compromised. 

"I was lucky enough to be able to 
access immediate medical help and 
have the condition rectified at A&E 
and later fully resolved at Papworth 
Hospital in Cambridgeshire. 

"However it highlighted to me 
the importance of swift intervention 
when suffering any kind of cardiac 
condition." 

The ambulance service will list 
police stations having the defibrillators 
so members of the public can access 
them. Out of hours, a phone will be 
available at the station for a member 
of staff to hand over the device.

C LAIRE Richards is the epitome of the word 
'bubbly'. Warm, vivacious and very, very 
funny, she has me laughing out loud with 
tales of her husband's (misjudged) marriage 
proposal, the tumbledown bungalow they 
rebuilt, and the nuttiness of her dog, Tizzy, who's 
every bit as full of beans as her owner ("I asked a 
lady with a cocker spaniel when they stop being 
so bouncy," confides the 41-year-old, "and she 
said 'about three hours before they die...'"). 

But 15 years ago, life was no laughing matter 
for the chatty mum-of-two. Driven to breaking 
point by insomnia and a mania that doctors 
couldn't explain, Claire even began to plan her 
suicide - until a tumble on some ice revealed 
what was really wrong: a brain condition that 
could have left her dead at any moment. 

Growing up in Histon, where she still lives, 
Claire had a happy and carefree early life. "I was 
perfectly healthy, and did all my silly, mad things 
that you do as a teenager," she recalls. "But I 
got to my early 20s and I started to get really 
paranoid and nervous, and I stopped sleeping. 

"I'd fall asleep, exhausted, at half past 10, and 
I'd wake up at half past 12 or 1, and be awake 
all night." 

Yet rather than feeling drowsy, Claire became 
uncontrollably manic. "I'd be at work, talking 
and talking," she says "because my brain would 
be like 'woosh, woosh, woosh!' One of my 
bosses said "Claire, are you on drugs?" - they 
didn't know how to deal with me because I was 
so hyper and manic. What I wanted desperately 
to do was stop, step out of my body and just sit 
still. It was 24/7." 

By the time she was 25, Claire's insomnia 
was having serious consequences on her health. 
"At one point I crashed my car because I was 
dreaming while awake. It got so critical I that 
I was going to the gym at least twice a day - 
sometimes in my lunch break too - to wear 
myself out and be so exhausted that I must 
sleep." 

It didn't work. She tried hypnotherapy and 
different medications, but nothing helped: "I 
kept going to the doctor, saying 'I'm not right, 
this isn't me', and they were going down the 
schizophrenic, bipolar route . . ." 

Eventually Claire reached breaking point. "I 
didn't want to go on," she shrugs. "I 
wanted to kill myself. I thought 'I 
know, I'll just gas myself quietly 
in my car'. I didn't want to 
leave a letter, I just wanted 
out. When I look back it's 
pretty horrific, but I can't 
tell you how bad it was for 
those two years." 

By chance, everything 
came to a head on New 
Year's Eve, 2000. Claire 
and her partner (now 
husband) Phil were 
throwing a party that 
night; during the day, 
while out with her 
mum, she slipped 
on some ice 
and banged 
her head, hard. 

"All I can 
remember 
is the lurch 
of my feet 
going, and 
hearing 
this thud. 

When 
I came 
round I 
didn't know 
anything. I 
didn't know 
where I worked, 
or that it was 
Christmas..." 

Worried, her 
mum called an 
ambulance, "and 
they took me to 
hospital and did an 
X-ray, but they said

and had a fabulous party. We had about 30 
people staying over, and when they all left I said 
'Oh Phil, I don't feel very well', so I went back to 
bed. And he came upstairs and found me having 
a seizure." 

Once again, Claire was blue-lighted to 
Addenbrooke's, where a CT scan revealed 
the truth behind her unendurable insomnia 
and mania: "They said 'You've got a critical 
brain condition; we need to keep you in and 
operate'." 

It transpired that Claire had hydrocephalus - 
a build-up of fluid that was putting dangerous 
pressure on her brain - a condition she'd 
possibly had since birth. Doctors urgently needed 
to perform a 'third ventriculostomy': one of the 
small tubes carrying fluids in Claire's brain had, 
"in my language, limescaled up, so they were 
going to punch a hole to let the fluid circulate." 

While surgeons planned the operation, Claire 
was put onto a ward, "and I must have had 
30 seizures while I waited. I was very woozy. I 
wasn't really aware of what was going on; I don't 
think I was really told the gravity of what was 
about to happen and how bad I was. 

"We asked them 'What happens if you don't 
operate?' and they said 'You'll fall asleep and you 
won't wake up. You've got days to live'. So falling 
on the ice had saved my life - I'd have fallen 
asleep next to my husband, and just wouldn't

have woken up in the morning." 

Going into theatre on a Friday morning, Claire 
was, she says, "very nervous; really worried and 
frightened". On coming round, she spent the 
weekend "throwing up and sleeping, and on 
Monday morning I was like: 'Mum, look!"' She 
holds her hands out straight in front of her. "I was 
calm. All this 'buzz buzz buzz' had gone, for the 
first time in at least two years. It was blissful. We 
both cried." 

But Claire wasn't out of the woods: far from 
it. "On the Monday afternoon I had the most 
horrendous headache, an intense pain that went 
on for hours. I can remember grabbing this big 
Swedish doctor almost by the collar, going 'Please 
give me some morphine!"' 

Terrifyingly, Claire's heart then stopped beating: 
"Phil was with me when I flat-lined, and my 
last memory is of him going 'Oh my God, oh 
my God, oh my God,' and I just went 'Oh, 
thank goodness'," she says, exhaling. "I was just 
massively relieved to be gone, because the pain 
had been so intense." 

It transpired that Claire had contracted e-coli 
from the initial surgery, and slipped into a coma 
for three days. From then, her recovery was slow 
and painful, and she had to have an operation to 
drill another hole to drain the fluids in her brain. 

And the trauma didn't end there. "After five- 
and-a-half weeks my dad was visiting me, and they 
said 'We need to go for an MRI scan now', and 
the next thing I know I'm about to go into surgery. 

I said 'What's happening? You're not putting me in 
a theatre gown until I've said goodbye to my dad!' 

"I went ballistic, because brain surgery to me 
was so frightening. If I died, I wanted my dad 
to know that I loved him, and to say goodbye, 
because I might not come round from this awful 
op." 

Claire's dad was called, and the surgery went 
ahead: doctors were concerned that Claire's brain 
wasn't able to absorb the excess fluid, "so they 
said I needed a shunt. It's basically like the valve 









on those tomato sauce bottles: it's drilled into 
your brain, and when the pressure gets too 
much it goes 'Vw!' and out comes the fluid, 
then it shuts again." 

Thankfully, the operation was a success 
and for Claire, life returned to something like 
normality. 18 months later she walked down 
the aisle with Phil while pregnant with her 
daughter Hope, now 12. Her second daughter, 
Grace, followed two years later. 

But happy though she was, Claire 
desperately missed the active life she'd 
enjoyed before, and tried going back to the 
gym. It wasn't a success: "The pain!" she 
exclaims. "There I am in an aerobics class, 
thinking 'Oh my God, my brain is going to 
come out of my nose'! My right pupil always 
blows - it goes huge and black - and in the end 
my aerobics instructor said 'Claire, you can't 
come back'. 

"I'd try running, and within 30 seconds I'd 
be in agony, and I'd then have to lie down for 
two days to recover from the headache. So in 
the end I had to give up everything that I used 
to love doing. For me it was worse than losing 
a limb, because that was my life! It was really 
depressing." 

Then, in 2008, Claire had a nasty suspicion 
that her shunt was failing. "I was getting 
really screwed up and stressed, and I couldn't 
understand why. Everything was getting too 
much." 

She recalls "freaking out" when a friend 
was late dropping off her daughter, and once 
again she stopped sleeping. "All the signs were 
there," she says. "For about four days, as soon 
as I got up in the morning my head would go 
'bang bang bang' with my heartbeat for about 
two minutes. I thought OK, that's not good..." 

A CT scan confirmed what Claire had 
feared: the shunt had failed, and a new one 
had to be fitted immediately. The operation 
went well - but for Claire, the new valve was 
a disaster, even though doctors insisted it was 
working properly. 

"I was in an absolute mess," she recalls. "I 
felt terrible the whole time, every day for years: 
headaches beyond belief, lethargy, no energy, 
often right-sided weakness - and of course I 
was dealing with two small children which, as 
any mum knows, is hard when you're feeling 
well! It was a hard ride; some days I just didn't 
want to get up, but you have to." 

Feeling desperate, Claire decided to go 
privately to the National Neurological Hospital 
in London, where the consultant agreed to 
change her shunt. She had the operation in 
January 2013 and, since then, her life has been 
transformed - not least because she can finally

exercise again. 

"What was really wonderful was getting on 
the treadmill for the first time," she beams. "I 
did 15 minutes, and the only reason I had to 
stop was because my calves were hurting! 

Claire still has issues: learning new things is 
tough, as is remembering telephone numbers, 
"and I've had my car for two years and don't 
know my registration number. But I'm as 
normal as it gets," she laughs. 

"What's really lovely is I wake up now and 
I go 'Yay! It's another day!' she says brightly, 
"whereas before I'd wake go 'Oh, the pain...' 

"It's been a mad few years, but having a new 
shunt has given me my life back. 

"I feel like a new woman, and I'm so 
grateful."

"HAT deep southern American 
drawl, all warm and edged by 
laughter, Reginald D. Hunter really 
is quite enthralling.

went to and I was asked to spend the 
remainder of the period in the hallway 
on a number of occasions..." 

He adds thoughtfully: "People seem to 
wanna fight less when they're laughing." 

Moving to the UK permanently in 1997 
to become an actor, Hunter famously 
abandoned a life of Shakespeare in his 
mid-twenties after being dared to try out 
at a comedy club. He nailed it, made a 
tempting £100 and has been racking up 
TV appearances and touring frantically 
ever since. 

That's not to say his material hasn't 
caused skirmishes of its own. His tour 
posters have been banned on the 
London Underground and several of 
his gigs have been de-named by fretful, 
censorious venues, anxious about his use 
of the "n" word in show titles. 


As a result, he's regularly dubbed 
"provocative" by the press, but doesn't 
see himself, or his material, that way. 
Considering his flair for stirring up 
controversy though, he hasn't yet found 
a line he's not willing to cross. "To date 
I have not run across any subject matter 
that I think is off limits. The only subject 
matter that is off limits to me is a subject 
matter that I don't have something 
different to say about or I can make 
funny. I wish I had more austerity jokes; 

I just haven't been able to make them 
funny yet!" 

His current show, "The Man Who 
Attempted To Do As Much As Such", is 
coming to Cambridge Corn Exchange 
and theme-wise he explains he's "partial 
to interweaving things," so expect 
thoughts on family, life, government, 


taxes and stories from his international 
travels. "It's an adventurous show," 
he says, not giving much away. "I'll be 
different than I've been before, I don't 
know which way but I mean, you keep 
evolving." 

Now 46, does he think he's getting 
funnier with age or is he facing down the 
terrifying predicament of becoming a 
grumpy old man? 

"Oh man, do you know what, that's an 
excellent question young lady," he laughs 
(told you he was a charmer). 

"I do think I'm going to be very funny 
this year cause for the last three or four 
years I've been feeling kinda in a bad 
mood and I'm not in a bad mood no 
more. I think I'm naturally kinda fun- 
loving."

Official mpg figures 
get data 13% wrong 


CARS are falling miles short 
of their official fuel-economy 
figures, according to Which? 
magazine. 

All but three of the 200 
new cars tested by Which? 
failed to reach their official 
miles-per-gallon (mpg) fig¬ 
ure, with the shortfall aver¬ 
aging 13 per cent. 

This meant that on aver¬ 
age drivers are spending 
£133 a year more on fuel 
than they thought they 
would. 

The vehicle that missed 
the target by the biggest 
margin was the Mitsubishi 
Outlander PHEV hybrid, 
which is claimed to do 
148mpg but only managed 
67mpg in the Which? test. 

The Volvo V60 plug-in hy¬ 
brid, which was supposed 
to do 155.2mpg, came up 
well short at 80.7mpg. 

The third worst was 
the feep Grand Chero¬ 
kee, which officially does 
37.7mpg but could only 
manage 24.4mpg. 

Official mpg testing, be¬ 
lieved by Which? magazine 
among others to be unreal¬ 
istic and not representative 
of “real life” conditions, is 
due to be changed in 2017.

Which? said the EC was 
facing heavy pressure from 
the car industry to delay the 
change until 2020. 

It added: “The official test 
used by car makers is out¬ 
dated and contains a num¬ 
ber of loopholes that lead 
to unrealistic figures. 

“Manufacturers are al¬ 
lowed to reduce results by 
4 per cent at the end of the 
test, can opt to only test in 
a car’s ‘eco’ mode, turn off 
lights and air-con, and in¬ 
crease tyre pressures above 
the recommended levels to 
reduce rolling resistance. 
It also doesn’t accurately 


reflect real-life scenarios 
such as motorway driving.” 

Which? executive direc¬ 
tor Richard Lloyd said: 
“The cost of fuel is one of 
the biggest concerns for 
consumers which is why 
fuel efficiency has become 
an important selling point 
for new cars. The new test 
should be brought in with¬ 
out delay so consumers are 
no longer misled by fantasy 
mpg figures.” 

The tests were conducted 
across 2013 and 2014. The 
£133 average extra fuel cost 
was based on driving 10,000 
miles a year.

ROGERVarian and owner Sheikh Ham- 
dan A1 Maktoum have supplemented 
impressive Newbury winner Intilaaq 
for Saturday’s QIPCO 2000 Guineas at 
Newmarket at a cost of £30,000. 

Third on his debut at Ascot last 
September, he showed the benefit of 
a winter on his back when bounding 
clear of some decent rivals to win by 
eight lengths on his return to action. 

Varian could also run last season’s 
Dewhurst winner, Belardo, but there 
would need to be a give in the ground 
for him to take his chance. 

The Newmarket handler said: “Inti¬ 
laaq has natural speed to be comfort¬ 
able at a mile but also has the stamina 
to stay further, which should stand 
him in good stead in a 2000 Guineas. 

“He is a colt we have always held in 
high regard and we feel he deserves 
to take his chance in an open-looking 
race. 

“Belardo has also been left in the 2000 
Guineas. He didn’t let himself down on 
the fast ground at Newbury but he has 
come out of that race perfectly fine. 

“We have every reason to believe 
that he will continue to be a Group 
One horse but will need ease in the 
ground to be at his best.” 

“We would need the ground to ease 
for him to take his chance on Saturday.” 

Aidan O’Brien is set to be repre¬ 
sented by Gleneagles and 01’ Man 
River in the Qipco 2000 Guineas. 

The Ballydoyle possibles also 
include Highland Reel and War 
Envoy, but the former could instead 
head for the French equivalent at 
Longchamp. 

O’Brien said: “It looks like Gle¬ 
neagles and 01’ Man River will run 
at Newmarket, and if Highland Reel 
doesn’t run he’ll go to France.” 


Frankie Dettori will ride Moheet 
with Gregory Benoist on The Wow 
Signal in the mile Classic, for which 
28 stood their ground. 

Both colts are owned by A1 Shaqab 
Racing and Dettori appears to have 
gone for potential over proven form. 

The Richard Hannon-trained Mo¬ 
heet has only won a maiden, but 
ran a race full of promise in the Cra¬ 
ven Stakes when third behind stable 
companion Kool Kompany. 

The Wow Signal won the Coventry 
Stakes and Prix Morny last season 
and had excuses when disappointing 
on Arc day at Fongchamp. 

“At this stage the intention is to run 
both of them,” said Harry Herbert, A1 
Shaqab’s racing manager. 

“I think Frankie rides Moheet with 
Gregory Benoist coming over to 
ride The Wow Signal but that could 
change, obviously. 

“We were very pleased with Mo¬ 
heet in the Craven and expect him to 
come on a good bit for the run. 

“As for The Wow Signal, John Quinn 
is very happy with him and he’s go¬ 
ing there as something of a forgotten 
horse, he was sick when he ran in 
France at the end of last season.” 

As expected, Godolphin also paid 
to supplement the Andre Fabre- 
trained Territories, an impressive 
winner of a Group Three recently. 
Fabre could also run Make Believe. 

Hannon has left in Estidhkaar, 
Ivawood and Kool Kompany along 
with Moheet.

Anthem to give Lynam Power Lyons ready for dual raid on HQ 


EDDIE Lynam intends to run both 
Sole Power and Anthem Alexander in 
the Pearl Bloodstock Palace House 
Stakes at Newmarket on Saturday. 

Lynam, who has earned a 
reputation as being the king of the 
sprinters in recent years thanks to 
the exploits of Sole Power and Slade 
Power, has even more strings to his 
bow this year.
